pline. Its perpetual modifications, however, 
secm to have served no other useful purpose 
than to show how effectually our civil author- 
itv controls the military, and that the tegisla- 
ture can govern if it cannot improve the Militia. 

‘This statate is founded upon a principle in 
which a large class of the-people will never 
acquiesce ; and it will therefore contiaue to 
furnish, as it always has furnished, a standing 
topic of complaint. Asits object, * a defensive 
preparation for war,” Is essentially one of 
common and universal interest, its support 
should obviously be made a common burden, 
either in the form of personal service, or of 
some commutation for it. Yet its operation is 
known to be unequal and oppressive toa de- 


i gree altogether anomalous in our legislation. 


It lays its heaviest burdens upon classes of the 
community, who are least abte to sustain them ; 


while its exemptions are chiefly predicated up- 


on privileres and distinctions, which ought 
rather to be subjects of speciiic taxation, than 
auses of exemptien. ‘The mechanic willnev- 
er be able to perceive the equity of a law 
which compels him to equip himself and a half 
a dozen apprentices, at ao expense which 
makes a heavy deduction from his means ef 
living, and then contribute several days of 
their time to the public service ; while the 


‘commission of his official neighbor to receive 


un enviabie salary from the public purse is 
made also a certificate of exemption from all 
military duty. And if this apparent inequality 
is explained to him by urging the incompatibil- 
it, of civil and military services, he will still be 
unable to comprehend why those, who are ex- 
empted on this ground from the drudgery 
which he is compelled to undergo, might not 
very reasonably pay for their exemption some- 
thing in the shape of a commutation tax ; or, 
indeed, why one class of public services should 
be liberally remunerated, and another made 
wholly gratuitous. 

But we apprehend that, in the cpinien ofno
